Soutluiinptuii, Marcli 111. — Tlie passen- 
ger steamer Stella, pl.vin;,' between this 
port and the Channel Islands, crashed 
upon the dreaded Casquct rocks, near the 
island of Alderney, yesterday afternoon 
in a (li'iise I'oK and fouiulen>d in 10 uiin- 
ides. 

The Stella, which belongs to the Lon- 
don & Southwestern railway company, 
left Soiitlninipton yestordiiy, cnnveyir.jr 
tlie lirst excursion of tlie senson H> tlu' 
Cliamu'l Islands. There were nlioiil 
passen^'ers on board, and tlie <rrew iiiini- 
liered :'„"> men. The weather was fojrfiy, 
lint ail went well until tlu' iiflernoon. 
when tlie fog became most di-nse. .\l I 
o'clock tlio Casquot roclis suddenly 
luunied up through the fo^' banlc, iiiid tin' 
steamer ainiost immediately afterwards 
struck amidships. 

Tlie captain, seein<,' that tlie Stella wiui 
fast sinking, ordered the life-boats to 
be launched, llis instructions were car- 
ried out with tlie utmost celerity, and 
the woiiKMi and chililn.'ii were embarki'd 
in (lie lioats. Then tlu.' cuptuiu ordered 
the iiu'U to look after themselves, A 
survivor states that he niiii '2't others 
jiiit oif from I lie Stella in a small bont. 
When lliis boat was a short distance 
away from the wreck, the boilers of the 
Slelia burst with a tiMrilic explosion and 
the vessel disappcareil in the sea. The 
last tliini; the survivors saw was the 
ru,'ure of the captiiin staiiiliiiK calmly on 
the bridf^'c and giviiij; his last orders. 
The captain jierislied with liis vessel, 
owing to the suction caused by the siuk- 
ing steamer being very great indeed. 

"The .suction was so Iremeiidous," this 
snrviv(u- states, " that we thought our 
boat would be engulfed. I saw five 
boats and the collapsible bout, besides 
our lioat, leave the wreck. They con- 
tained altogether between 50 and 100 
passengers. Five of the boats were 
soon lost to view, but wc took a boat 
filled with women in tow, and the occu- 
pants of onr boat took the oars in turn 
and rowed alt night long till most of us 
(irciipod asleep, thoroughly exhausted. 

■' We sighted a sail-boat at G o'clock in 
the morning, but the Great Western rail- 
way company's steamer, the Liynx, from 
Weymouth, had meanwhile hove in 
sight She bore down on. us and took 
us all on board. She eventually landed 
us at Guernsey." The Great Western 
railway compnny'.s stenmor from South- 
ampton picked up -lO others of the sur- 
vivort and landed them nt Guernsey. 

-Vccording to tlie latest estimates of 

II' olUcials of the London iS; Soutliwest- 
:n railway comi)any, not more than 7(1 
iissengers were drowned. Olhei- re- 
[lorts. however, place tlie number of 
diduued much higher. The disaster 

lusi'd intense e\-citi'nient on the island 
of (luernsey and here. There were 
harrowing scenes at the olliei' of tlic 
Loiidon tV .Soutlnvestcrii railway at both 
nl.'ici'S. Jlan.v (Juei'iiscy I'nniilies lost 
ri'liilives. Husbanils are inciuiring for 
their wi\es. and wives are asking for 
their husbands, parents are seeking news 
of lost ciiildreii, and children are look- 
ing for missing parents. .\11 tlii' Mags 
arc liair-iiiasled at St. I'eter le Port. 

I'll to noon to-ilay KI'J iiasseiigers h:id 
lici'ii accouiiled for, iiichidiiig Mr. .1. 
I'lUIrm and his wife. .Mr. I'artnn is the 
manager of the Western London olliee of 
the .\mericaii Line. The sleamers Vera 
and Ueulleur are cruising in the vicinity 
of the wreck. 

Later iieeonnis say that the Slelhi liMil 
MS passengers on board, and that licr 
eri'W numbered 42 persons. 

.Vnotlier steamer of the sanie 111!" 
which arrived at the island of (iiii'riisey 
at noon reported having passed iii;iiiy 
bodies of victims of the disaster aboul 
Casiiuet rocks. 

.\ survivor of llie Stella named linsli 
says the speed of the vessel vva.s mil 
diminished, though fog whistles were 
sounded. Bush adds that at 3:.'W a. in. 
the engiiioor showed him in the engine 
room a dial registering a speed ot ISM; 
liuot.s, and tliat the vessel struck within 
li.-i minutes afterwards. Bush further 
assorts that two life-boats were sunk 
with the 'steamer, which, after resting 
nil the rocks for 10 or li5 minutes, split 
in two and dtsappcarcd. Ooutinning 
Bnsh said: "When the Stella disap- 
peared, 40 or 50 passengers were discov- 
ered clinging to pieces of the wrockngo 
or cabin furniture, and crying piteously 
for help. 

"All the passengers and crew hod been 
provided with life belts, and there was 
little panic. I first slipped into the 
water and then swam to one of tiie 
hriats. Into vrhicb I was hcl^. We 
rowed supposedly in the direction of

Cuernsey, but seven hours later we 
found ourselves near ,the. wreck, and 
saw dozens of passengers- dingiug to the 
rocks." The boat in which Bush was 
a passenger was afterwards picki!d up 
hy the Lynx. 

The passengers nil agree that perfect 
order and discipline prevailed on hoard 
the Stella. The vessel's entire company 
took their stations when tlie vessel 
struck, served out IIk? life belts and 
lowered the boats. The Kceno at tlie 
moment of the sinking of the vessi'l was 
hearl-reiiding. Women wore screaming 
and praying, and people were clinging to 
spiir.s and other wreckage in every direc- 
tion. 

Those who bail succeeded in getting 
iiilii the boats had a narrow e^.eape tj-oni 
being I'ligult'cil on aeeount ot the suctiiin 
caused by 1 be sinking vessel. The voice 
of ('apt. UiHiks from the bridge was fre- 
ipieiilly lii'anl urging the rowers to pull 
for their lives. 

'I'lic disMSI-er is generally allribuled to 
the high speed nl which the steamer was 
travelling in the fog. The second mate 
w.is the only oilier of the Stella who 
\\as savi'il. 'J'hc eaiitain and the other 
iilliei'rs. must of till' crew and many of 
the passengers sank witli tlie vessel." A 
boat ill charge of the chief olllcer cap- 
sized ami almost all its occupants were 
drowned. A few of them wore picked 
lip by other bouts. 

Soutliampton, Marcli .'U.— The slcamcr 
HouUcur returned this evening after hav- 
ing made tlie circle of the Casiiuet rucks. 
She picked up two boats containing wo- 
iiien's clothing, money, jewellery and an 
opera gla.ss case. The last h.'id evhleiitly 
been used in baling. Many most path- 
etic iiiciileiits arc rei)orted.' la seicral 
cases men lifted their wives and chililren 
into the boats and then ])erislu'd tlieni- 
selves in tlicir iiresciice. One wife who 
was thus bereaved, lost her reason, a 
large number of the survivors arrived 
here without nny clothing, clad only in 
lilaiikets. 

Jjoiidoii, March 111 .—'J'hc news of the 
disaster nf the Stella siiread slowly 
through Jjiindijji, in the absence of the 
ilsu.-il evening newspapers, it being (iiiud 
b'riilay. .Vs the aftciinioii advaiii'cd small 
groups gathered at the Waterloo station, 
where many painful scenes transpired 
among the survivors' friends. At the 
raihvay olllces a large crowd collected to 
await the arrival of the train from 
Southampton at nine this evening, which 
brought three of the survivors, Messrs. 
David King, a London merchant; lleil- 
broii and Greener, all of whom wore 
wrapped in great rugs and bore .evident 
trai e of their Bufferings. They-were 
immediately surrounded and anxiously 
questioned. One of them said; 

"The greater part of yesterdaj; was ex- 
ceedingly pleasant, but toward' evening 
wc encountered a mist which soon de- 
veloped into a fog. There was, however, 
no apprehension. Suddenly a great sboclt- 
told us that tlie Stella had struck the 
rocks. Screams rent tlio air. The crew 
behaved splendidly, launching the boats 
with the greatest promptitude. The wo- 
men wi'i'c siipplierl with life belts. 

"At first we tlionglit there would be 
linic for all the boats to clear away, 
but suddenly the boilers burst with a 
deafening rei)ort, rending the ship amid- 
sliijis." 

Mr. King and two fironien, Osborne 
and Bayley. were the last to leave the 
vessel. He had just given up a life bell 
to aid a clcrgyni.'nrs wife and was lit- 
erally iiulleil into a boat by second male 
lieyiiolds, who was iiist ruineiital in sav- 
ing many lives. The boat, with tweiity- 
Iwo jiassengers. drifted for tiftcen hours 
in the intense cold and was liiially picked 
up by the Great Western railway coiii- 
piiiiy's steamer Vi'ra from Scuilhamptou. 
Mr. King believes that live boats were 
laniK.'hed. He saw one upturned with 
children clinging to it. 

('lierlioiirg, March .11.— The tug Mur- 
souiu has arrived here and reports hav- 
ing picked up a boat containing eight 
passengers of the Stella, wrecked yes- 
terday afteriKioii on the Cusquet rocks in 
a fog. All the rescued passengers wen; 
siilTering from injuries. 

London, April 1.— Late accounts ot the 
Sti lhi disaster say that Captain Heeks 
supposed tlie fog was merely a bank, as 
is a usual experience, and decided to run 
through it, but ns it became I'onlinnally 
denser ho lost his bearings. WliiMi tlii' 
Slella struck there was a terrible seiisa- 
tiiiii— a noise of nii'tiil and woodwork 
being torn bodily away, the vi'ssel pass- 
ing over tlie jugged rocks at full speed 
and her side being ripped open like 
match wood. When she slid off the rocks 
she turned coniplet(dy over, carrying a 
lot of people with her. 

The eight survivors who were landed 
at Cherbourg by the tug Marsouin were 
jiicked olT n Uoating furnilure van by a 
lishiiig boat. The ladies on board one 
of the lifeboats sang hymns all night 
long to keep up the sjiirils of their com- 
panions. 

Two bodies were washed ashore on the 
island of Alderney, One passenger says

'Hie Daily Mail will to-morrow publish 
despatehe;; froiu several passengers, 
urging the paper to demand a thorough 
investigation as to whether the steamer 
wa.i racing against time. 

London, April 1. — The Cherbourg cor- 
respondent of the Daily iNIail says: "The 
eiglit passengers of the Stella who wiM-e 
landed here were rescued from a boat 
that originally contained fourteen men. 
The boat capsized and six were drowned. 
The otliers clung to- th'e keel for live 
hours and then managed to right the 
boat which was half full of water." 

The testimony of the passengers who 
have arrived here confirms the earlier 
accounts of tlje disaster, except that 
some deny that the boilers exploded. 
Hopes are still entertained that others 
may have been picked up. There is no 
indication that there were Americaus on 
board except Mr. and Mrs. Purton. 

THE WINDSOR VICTIMS. 

Several Other Bodies Added to Ghastly 
Array of Unknown Dead. 

Now Y'ork. Marcli' 31 —The total known 
dead of the Windsor hotel fire now num- 
ber -11. Of these thirty are unideutitied 
boilies and portions of bodies ut the 
morgue. ■ 

Hody No. aO was taken to the morgue 
lo-nigiit. It consists of seven small 
bones, entirely denuded of Uesh and 
much charred. 

New York, March 31— Part of a body 
was talccn out of the ruins of the AVind- 
sor hotel about one o'clock to-day. It 
was found near the bakeshop, and con- 
sisted of a leg bono und about ten ribs, 
80 small that some of them looked to be 
the bones of an animal, porhai.8 a sheep. 
However, the police were satislied that 
it was a body and the bones were put 
in a collin and sent to the morgui-. 

The bodies found last night were to- 
day taken to the mrogue and are de- 
scribed there as follows: Body No. :2S— 
portion of a body, part of left foot, one 
long black cotton stocking; supposed the 
body of II female. Hody No. 120— por 
tions of a body; small fragments of 
bones; parts of arms and hands; no pro- 
perty or clothing found; no means of 
identification.

While Filipinos Can Be Hired No 
Jloi-e White Suldierd Will 
Be Saoi'ifleed.

AVashiugton, March 31. — It is said at 
the war department that with the cai)- 
ture of Malolos Gen. Otis will not make 
a campaign during tho rainy season, nor 
is it believed that ho will at iiresi'iil 
chase the Filipinos into the mountain 
fastnesses of Luzon. The ofllciuls cmi- 
siiler it evident that all the fight that 
was in Aguinaldo has been whipped 'out 
of him, and it is believed ho cannot hold 
the Filipino army together much longer. 
.V short rest will determine whether the 
Filipinos intend to keep up a guerilla 
warfare, and if so, a plan is already 
maturing to meet any such conditions. 

Natives will be employed to light the 
guerillas, and the government can give 
tlRin better pay and alTiird them belter 
protection thnii .\giiinnlilo. If thei-e 
must be guerilla lighting during the rainy 
seasiin, whieh will soon be upon the 
I'hiliiipines, the rnited States will not 
siicriliii' its troops in such warfare when 
n.ilives can bo obtained. 

Manila, March The American Mag 
WHS raised over >[iilol(is at 10 o'clock 
this morning, 'i'lie Kiinsiis rc-gimeiit and 
the .Miuitana regiment on entering the 
city found it deserted, tin.' ri'sidences 
burning and the people retreating to- 
wards the mountains in a state of terror. 
The .Vmerican loss was small. 

It was ovide.nt the rebels for some 
time past had abandoned all hope of 
holding their capitid, for tlii> Americans 
[duiiiI there evidences of olaboriite pre- 
pnrations for evacuation on the railroad. 
Hails and tics for about a mile hud been 
torn up and probably thrown into the 
river. 

.\ few Chinamen who were captured 
said Aguinaldo left Malolos. on Wednes- 
day. The principal citizens of Malolos, 
their families and goods were taken into 
the country over the railroad, while 
others departed on foot, carrying their 
liosscssions und driving cattle und other 
animals before them. 

Most of the rebel forces were moved 
yesterday evening to a position cast of 
the railroad, leaving only small bands in 
.1 strong trench in front of Malolos. 

Oen. McArtlinr started for the capital 
at 7 o'clock this morning with two 
rapid-liring guns. Hanking the track, and 
two guns of the Utah battery on the 
right and two guns of tho Sixth artillery 
on the left, the rapid-firing continuiuisly. 
The Kansas and .Montana regiments 
moved upon Alalolos, while the Nebraska 
and Penn.sylvaiiia regiments and the 
Third artillery kepi ..ilong to thi> right 
of the railroiid. 

The only efl'ei.-l iv(> stand iniule by the 
rebels was at Hancoo iiml the earthworks 
half a mile from .Malolos, and on the 
right where the Nebriiskn regiment, as 
was the case yesterday, had the hardest 
work and suffered the greatest loss. 

Col. Funston, always at the front, was 
the lirst man in Malolos, followed liy a 
group of Kansas soldiers. The Filipino 
Hag, which was Hying in the centre of 
tho town, ^^•as hauled down by some 
nuMi of llie .Montana regiment, who 
trinmplmntly raised their own Hag. 

From the columns of smoke arising in 
the city it seemed as if the whole place 
was ablaze. It turned out, however, 
that only the pn.'sidencia, the government 
building and a few small buildings had 
been set on lire by the rebels before they 
evaenated the place. 

From reports received by American 
olllcers fi-om prisoners and others, it is 
believed the rebel army is constantly 
losing its strength, and although the 
enemy may make one or two more stands 
the forces of Aguinaldo will degenerate, 
in perhaps a* montli, to a few hundred, 
who may continue waging guerilla war- 
fare in the mountains. 

The American troops behaved 8i>lendid- 
ly. They advanced steadily against suc- 
cessive lines of trenches, through the 
woods and jungle, and sullered from the 
frightful heat. The American volun- 
teers were also handicapped in tho light- 
ing by the fact that their Springfield 
rilloH are shorter in range thhn the 
.Mil user rifles used by the natives. 

Under the circumstances the steady 
lulvance of the American troops wns 
reiilly n remarkable nchievement, but 
the most noteworthy feature of this on- 
ward sweep of the Americans is the 
patience and endurance of the private 
soldiers. Thoy never hesitated to plunge 
across nny kind of difficult country 
against any number of the enemy and 
face positions of entirely unknown 
strength. 

This afternoon the victorious Ameri- 
can iirmy is feasting on cocoanuts and 
bananas and enjoying a well-earned rest, 
while the hosiiital train is carrying tho 
wounded back to Manila. 

San Francisco, Miiri'h 'M. — The trans- 
port steamer Charles Nelsiiu has saili^d 
for .Miinilii with DIM) tons nf freight, 
eipiiilly divided lii'tween the commissary 
and ipiartcrmasters' depiirtmenls. The

Manila. Marcdi ;!1 .— Recently issneil 
copies of llie Ifepulilica l'"ili|iiiia , .\guiii- 
alilo's ollicial id'giin, coiilaincil a procla- 
nialioii to the idfcct that ccriiiiii parties 
are raiding northern towns and ordering 
the same to join tho Filipino army im- 
medi.'ilely, or lake (he ci>nse(iueuce when 
Aguinaldo shall have linished tin? Aiueri- 
I'iiiis. This is construed as meiiiiing 
.Macn. Ilolas, the governor of five north- 
i.'rn provinces, who is unfriendly to 
Aguiniildo. If ti'.is he true, Aguina'ido's 
retreat is niidoubtedly cut olT on the 
road beyond .San I''ernando. 

The Kepnblica Filipina on Mandi 
linblished an extra edition containing a 
statement to the effecl that Americans 
had attacked the inhabitants of I'asig, 
that many .were killed and a majorily of 
the remainder woundeil, while ;lSl) of 
them wore taken prisoners. 

A second paragraph in the same eili- 
torial asserted that Americtms had vio- 
lated three hundred of the I'""ilii)ino wo- 
men, and called upon the natives to dt^ 
fend their honor with their lives against 
tho oppressors who spared neither iige, 
SOX nor condition, murdering whole fami- 
lies in cold blooded revenge. 

Tho American steamer Tloanoke re- 
cently picked lip a native boat contain- 
ing a (loxcn Spanish prisoners who had 
escaped from Bagnipan, and had been 
nearly- three' dliys afloat with neither 
food nor water.

SMOOTHING SAMOAN AFFAIR. 

German Goveriiinept;.. Proposes jjjefor- 
encc to a Joint 'Higli Commisiiion. 

Washington, Mttifch ':31.---A nfodtis Vi- 
vendi for the ,8(;ttlcmenj:'Of the Samoun 
troiibles 'has. been proposed, and is now 
under ' favoriible':' coiisidenition by the 
three governments cbncorncd. It con- 
templates the creation of a joint high 
commission, consisting of one member 
from each country, to pass upon the re- 
cent clash of uutlnn-ily anil resulting 
disorder. Tho proposition, it is uiidei-- 
stood, was put forward by tli^rmany, and 
is tho second one submitti.'d for a set- 
tleniont of the entire iiiiestion. 

The lirst propositon was that the 
United States ami (Ireat Britain join 
with tjonnaiiy in removing all tho of- 
licials now serving in Samoa through 
whom the trou))les had arisen. To this 
tho United States and (.Ireat Britain re- 
plied that as their ollicials were regarded 
as having done no wrong it could not 
bo conceded that they should be with- 
drawn and thus discredited. 

Now the new jiroposition is presented, 
to leave the whole (lucstion to high com- 
missimiers from each guvi-riiineiit, the 
high commission to liavi> supreme au- 
thority in reaching a scdtlement. This 
would snspemi, for llu' time being, (he 
authorily of the present ollicials in Sa- 
moa so far as the recent dilliculty is 
concerned, and leave the seltlenieni to 
an (Mitirely new, body free from preju- 
dice, and w ith siich a standing lis to give 
added weight tij^ its findings. It would 
be temporar.v in. character, not suspend- 
ing or varying the Berlin treaty, except 
for the special purpose, and for that rea- 
son would come Under the general de- 
signation of a modus Vivendi. 

The treaty itseilf eontomplntes this 
speeinl arrangement, as it provides in 
section 1, arliele A'HI, that any special 
amendment may he adopted by the con- 
sent of the three powers with the adher- 
ence of Samoa. U|) to the present time, 
no final a<'cepliince has been given, 
cither by the United States or Great Bri- 
(ain, but in view of the troubles reiiorted 
within the last ten days, all parties seem 
much inclined (o accejit this as affording 
at least some |>rospects of a solution. 
This is iioriic out by to-day's cable ad- 
vices rroin Berlin referring to the fav- 
orable iicee])tance of the last propfisi- 
tion. The cable gives no hint of the 
specific pro|)osition, but it is On the lines 
above !ai<l down. 

Berlin. March ".1.— The fJermiiu press 
having strongly intimated (hat Air. 
Whiti> and tin- .Vmerican governmeiif 
showed bad fiiitli when they leeently as- 
sured the (ierman goveriinieiit that con- 
ciliatory instructions had been cabled to 
-Vdmirjil Kantz. .Mr. AVhite has deemeil 
it advisable to denounce this as a libel 
and as uiitrnc. adding that neifher the 
AVjishingfon nufhorifies nor he knew any- 
thing of (he Samoan bombardment soon- 
er than the (Ierman government. 

AA'a.sliington. March ."il.- A joint high 
commission to settle the entire Snmoan 
trouble bus been practically agreed upon 
hy the United States. British and Gei> 
man governments. The new plan has 
been fully gone;;5ver by Secretary Hay 
.and the British .ihnd German ambassa- 
dors hero and it^' essential details work- 
ed out. Each nntibn is to be represent- 
ed by one member on the commission. It 
is to have prncticall.v unlimited author- 
ity without the -necessity of referring the 
decisions back to the several govern- 
ments for approval. It is felt that by 
conferring such complete and final au- 
thority on the high commission, the dan- 
cer will be obviated of any further dead- 
locks and delays;. 

Still another inipnrtant provision under 
coiisederation is that King Oscar of Nor- 
way and Sweden shall be the umpire in 
case till" three high commissioners should 
fail to reach a determination.

The aU'airs in Cuba wore freely dis- 
cussed, and the delegates Dresented the 
resolution of the Cuban assembly. Sec- 
relary llay assurcil tho delesates that 
the United .States f;overninent would not 
incrcas(! the amount to pay the (Juban 
army above the three million dollars 
already sent to (Juba. He said this mat- 
ter could uot be further considered. Ue 
also informed them that the i'resident 
would not consent to any scheme tor 
raising; money by the (Julian assembly to 
pay the L'uban troops. Later the secre- 
tary luentimied the call to I'resident Mc- 
Kiuley, and the rresident informed him 
that there would be no other or further 
answer to the delegation than had al- 
ready been given by the secretary. 

Havana, March 30.— Governor-General 
Brooke has almost made up his mliul 
to send the .?3,000,000 back to the 
United States if the Cuban military 
assembly does not give up the army rolls. 
" You may as well do so and not tritlc 
much longer," said Secretary Algec, 
when discussing the matter two days 
ago in conference with Geii. Brooke and. 
Gen. Qoiocz. The latter said that such 
a course would serve the assembly right. 
The impression is spreading that the 
Goveruor-Uenoral may return the money 
to Washington, and it is stirring up 
fresh feeling against the assembly. 

(ieu. Krnst called upon tho Cuban gen- 
eral, Uaffael I'ortuendo, chairman of 
the executive of the assembly, three 
days ago and asked for the rolls. 

" Do you come from Gen. Brooke?" 
asked I'ortuendo. 

" Ves," replied Cien. Ernst. 

"Ofllcially or unolllciall3-'/" 

" 1 C(auo nuollicially," answered tho 
American olhcer. 

■"Then I cannot give them up," re- 
forlcd I'oi-tnendo. "I can only do so 
on ollicial recognition." 

.V file of United States troops would 
be sent to take the rolls if the military 
administration knew i.'.xactly where they 
were, but lliere is a feeling that a nii.s- 
lake might be made and the administra- 
tion phuvd in the light of over-an.^ioty 
anil possibly laughed at. 

In the conrs(^ of a (Conversation witli 
an old friend from San Domingo to-day 
(.icn. (Joiiu'Z said: 

" I am ready to go home. I am tired 
of Ibis jangle with the assembly. I 
have learned something about these peo- 
ple which 1 did not know before. They 
are uugraleful peo|de. Thoy do not 
apiu-cciale what the United .States gov- 
ernment is doing for them — a service in 
which I am assisting. The assembly 
<'ommissiiHiers have run off again to the 
United Stales to beg for money, while f, 
who have a wife in San Domingo, have 
not money enough to bring her here. Hut 
there I have a house and might be sure 
of enough to live on. I i\m old and tired 
and I feel Uke going back." 

Tho organization of the so-called 
Cuban national party is proceeding. 
Meetings ore held nightly, and to-day 
the promoters issued a manifesto to the 
people of Havana, calling upon them to 
unite their efforts to organize ward com- 
mittees, with a view of disseminating 
information preparatory to a national 
conveiiliou. This movement, it is said, 
is due to the approaching elections, but 
it has already developed a split in thp 
I'aslcrn dislricfs, where the Cuban feder- 
alists have organized to promote a re- 
public. The latter itndcrtaking is not 
recognized hero. In Havana the na- 
tion.al parly linds its opponent in the 
I>iga I'af rintiea, an outgrowth of the 
r<Hently dissolved Junta I*litriol ica, 
\yhich is working along the same geneml 
Hues. Tliese disconnected efforts to 
cslablisli a national party are regretfcd 
by llie bcsi CInban element, as ultimate 
ilisiislcr is clearly foreseen.

"\ friend of mine who has been too 
busy with the problein of ways ami 
nieans to p;iy much attention to t!ie 
adoruioeiit of liis house, asked ine yes- 
tcrd.'iy to si'Icct for him a good piece of 
colonial mahogany, as he wanted to have 
one such plei-e in bis house, and I ilc- 
clined to clo so until I liad i'.\plaiu((l to 
him the cost." said a si;enic artist to a 
New York Sun reporter, whose house is 
one of the show places in ii town near 
New \ork. "1 kni'w that liis furnilnre 
was oak and nphoUtereil stnlT. ami that 

just so siiic .MS he pla I Willi it a go.id 

■s.iiiip;.' of oM mahogany liis troubles 
woulil liegin. The in;ihog.iny would kill 
bis oak, anil in courso of tini(> would 
mean the refurnishing of bis lioiise. 

"His was a jause of ignorauc-,' being 
bliss, and 1 did not iir )iiose to upset his 
bouscholil. 1 have seen the old-m.-ibogany 
iliscasi> work its way into many Innise- 
holds, and in many cases the results have 
been disastrous. Talk about having a 
mortgage on your house, why that is 
nothing compared to the annoyance of 
linding rtiHt yon have a lot of modem 
oak furniture on your hands, too good 
to be thrown away when you have once 
begun to -collect old pieces. It has taken 
me nearly ten years to live down a col- 
lection of oak furnitvire which I made 
in St. lionis, and which has hung over 
me like the shadow of a groat sorrow. 
I was hoarding in St. Louis and doing 
work on a big production when my wife 
and I decided that we didn't lik(> bonrd- 
iug aud that W(> would try housekeep- 
ing. I liad no lime to spend in looking 
for a house, so we took the first one that 
wo could find. We spent just one .after- 
noon In furiiiBhing it completely, dishes, 
draperies, rugs, carpets, and an outfit of 
very m^w oak furniture. The result was 
just whiit might h;ive ln'cn exi>ected.

We moved to New York, leaving 
behind as iiiiicb of our oak f\irniture 
as we coulil, lull when we gid settled here 
wc finiiid around us a lot of it which was 
too good to give siway and which we 
could not sell. 

"I had iiickeil up by this tinn' a few old 
[)ieees of ni.abogany, and the more I 
studied them the more 1 despised my oak. 
Then 1 built my house, and 1 was fori'cd 
to move some of these pieces into it. 1 
have iieen crowding them mit bv degrees 
ever since, however, aiul now 1 haven't 
got one nioderii oak piece* left. In the 
meantime I have watched frieiiils strug- 
gle with their modern furniture afliT 
they had picked up an old piece or two, 
and (heir troubhw have been like mine.

RECENT RAILW.VY LEtilSLATION 



From the Railway aud Shipping World, 

Some extraordinary, aud in our opinion 
unjustiQuble, legislation was enacted at 
the recent session of the British Colum- 
bia legislature, at the instance of the 
ittorney-general of that province. The 
Railway A.id act of LS'JO provided that 
the Lieuteinint-(!ovenior-in-eouneil might 
grant aid to a line from Aslierofl to 
Cariboo, to an Okaiiagan line and to the 
Farwell branch of the C. P. R. .No sub- 
idy had been grauteil to any of these 
lines under the aulhorily above nienlioii- 
and an act was passed taking away 
the power from the Lieutenant-Governor- 
in-coniicil. To us this act si'eins to have 
b'ii'U unueces.sary and probably injudici- 
ous, as the want of sncli power by the 
exeiMitive might seriously delay conslruc- 
tiou, but there is no other objection to 
it. But some other clauses of I be act 
are of an allogctlier different charac- 
ter. By acts jiassed in l.MIT and I.SIIS, 
aid, not lo exceed .^-1,000 a mile was 
granti'd towards ilie construction of lines 
from Peiitii'ton to the Boundary C'rce!; 
district, abonl 100 miles; fnnii Kobson 
lo the Moundary Creek district, about SI) 
miles; from the Pacilic Coast, near 
Pidnt Roberts, lo Pentieton. aliout 
miles; fi-oni Bute Inlet to tiuesnelle. 
about L':!0 miles, aud from Tesliu Lake 
lo a seaj)ort in British Columbia, not 
more than -lOO miles. ITnder the author- 
ity of these acts the late Turner gov<'rn- 
inent entered into contracts with Mac- 
kenzie, !Mann i^- Co., for the emistniction 
of lines from I'eiiticton to lioundary 
('reek; from Point Uoberls to Pentietmi, 
and from Tesliii Ijiike to a seaport in 
P>ritisli Columbia. The act recently 
passed lakes away the power to aid the 
lines subsidized in 1S97 and 1898, and 
cancels the contracts with Mackenzie, 
Mann & Co. The only excuse the mem- 
bers of the government and their sun- 
porters in tlie house could offer for the 
measure was the technical plea that the 
contracts were not binding, because their 
carrying out b.v Mackensiie, Manii & Co. 
was dependent on that firm's being able 
to secure Dominion aid also. On the 
strength of the contracts the contractors 
went to considerable expense for sur- 
veys, etc., and were endeavoring to 
secure aid from Ottawa. Ex-.\ttorney- 
Geiieral Eberts, in opposing the cancel- 
lation of the contracts, fittingly termed 
it repudiation, and remarked that capital 
being timid such action would have the 
effect of scaring it away from the prov- 
ince. British Columbia is a magnificent 
lield for investment, and has been 
brouglit so pniminently before the world 
during the last few years that capitalists 
liave been turning their attention lo it 
lo an extent iireviously unknown. But 
they will soon call a li.alt if they en(;e 
gel the impression that the legislature is 
ruled by repudiationist s. and that any 
contract they enter inl- ' >vhich tlie 
government is a iiartv- ■■ li:i'''e to can- 
cellation. ITnfortuna Ich i,.r P.ritisb < 'o- 
liinibia. its governnieni al present is dom- 
inated bv the a t torney-i-'enci al. a cai pel- 
liaegcr from Manitiiba. who li'tt behind 
liliii there a re<'ord for just tbi' sort ot 
IcL'islatiou lie lias recentlv forced Ibrougb 
the \ ic-loria house. On beeomiin; altor- 
ney-geii(>ral of Maiiitcdia abioil ten yi 
au'ii. <ini- of bis first acts was to sci 
the pass.'ige of a bill cancelliuu' two coii- 
tr:icts with the government, which were 
held by political opponents; nmong the 
<'lanses of the bill being one which took 
away the rights of the c(uitractors to 
aiipeal to the courts for componsatiou! 
'I bis is raenlioned merely to show that ho 
is capable of securing any legishition 
which may suit his purpose, no matter 
liow arbitrary or outnigeoua it may be, 
am! that no contrnctor or investor is 
safe in British Cohimbia so long os he 
is a member of its govemtuent. 



A MAGNANl.MOL'S E.MPEROR. 

Czar of -Vll the Russias Sends Letter of 
Thanks lo the Press. 

London, March lil -Tlie Russian em 
bassy here has sent lo the press a mes- 
sage from the O.ar, wliieh is probably 
the ILrs; oomiuunicalion that an Emperor 
uf Russia has even addressed lo foreign- 
ers. The niessag,' is as follows: 

"Numberless e\-piessions of gratitude 
have reached the I'^mpei-or of Russia 
from all countries for the initiative 
which hi.s Imperial Highness has mag- 
nanimously taken with a view of ullevi- 
ating the heavy burden cast by the jires- 
<'iit armaments. The Emperor has com- 
manded his ambassadors to convey his 
Majesty's thanks lo all who either in 
addresses, letters, telegrams or any 
other way have expressed their adheu- 
sion to his humanitarian work."

THE YUKON CHARGES. 

While rcKrottinf? tliat circnnislances 
justified the extr!iordinary ('liarKes nniile 
in the House of Commons by Sir Charles 
Hibbert Tapper, we applaud the courage 
called for in taking such ground in so 
public a niiinner- 11 is not too innch In 
say that Sir Ilibbert has laUcn his po- 
litical reputation in liis hands when he 
presents lo parliament such a terrible iu- 
dictmont. He must be very confident of 
his ability to make his allegations good. 
Tlie statement regarding Major Walsh's 
moral conduct is not new to the Colonist. 
It has been reported to this i)nper on 
more than one occasion by persons of 
good repute; but as none of our in- 
formants were prepared, for reasons 
■which can be discovered withotit much 
ingennity, to nssiiine the responsibility 
•of associating their names with their 
:Statement8, we refrained from, making 
any rofereiiee to the matter. AVe assume 
that Sir Hibbert has possessed liinisolf 
of ample evidence to make uood what he 
has said. It is a very serious matter. 
That a federal ofllcer, occupying virtual- 
ly tlic position of governor of the Yu- 
kon, sbonid so conduct himself is highly 
■discreditable, aud while it may be said 
l.liat the Minister of the Interior could 
not be sniiposed to watcli the nmrnls of 
tJie cmployoes of the department, it is 
nevertheless true that he must be held 
accountable to the public for having 
l)ln(MMl snch a man in nlllei>. 

It is certainly a matter of surprise, as 
yir Hibbert Siiid, that the government 
took no steps towards a thorough inves- 
tigation of the Yukon scandals, but have 
left them in such a condition that they 
.ire c<'rlain lo fdnii a sulijcct (i{ bitter 
debate dtiriiiK tlie pn'sciit session. 'I'lie 
Colonist pointi'd out lonj; ti^'o that the 
inKtructions lo Mr. Ogilvie to make an in- 
▼estigation came too late to bo of any 
aitecial service either in punishing the 
suilty or in removing suspicion from 
die innocent. 

'I?he issuance of liquor permits is a 
matter that has been a prolific source of 
complaint, and the charges of favoritism 
in regard to mining locations and Iraiis- 
porliition have been very nnmerons. 'I'lii' 
<'onduct of Mr. Wade lias been tlie sub 
jccl of the gravest possible criticisin and 
the official crookedness in connection 
■witli the Gold Commissioner's ofllce has 
already been related time and time 
aga.in. In view of the .serionsnes.<. fr(>- 
(laeiicy and autliorilalivi' charai'tcr of 
the charges maile, the failure of tin' 

• government to institute a probing inquiry 
cannot be explained away. It was not 
siidlcipnt for Mr. Siftoii to iisk iien|il<' 
to prefer charges. He knows, or he 
ought to know, tliiit private indiviilu.ils 
arc not inclined to constitute theinsclv(>« 
informers. He knows, or he ought to 
know, tliiit there is a cert, ■! in degree of 
risk in preferring charges ag:iinst olllc- 
iiila, in a community wlii're such iinpurt- 
unt interests are at the mercy of the 
odicials lis in the Yukon. Under these 
circninslaiices the duly of the Minister 
was to have directed an independent 
investigation, not into spi'cific clrirges 
made, hilt into the whole a<l niinist lat ion 
-fif the Yukon. If he had done this, dnnbt- 
JesH much more would have come to 
light than will over be a.scertiiined now. 
Sir Hibbert having taken the matter ni) 
wiH doulitless not allow it to rest where 
it is, although lhc>re is not much that he 
■oatt "do with a governnuMit majorily 
against him, exei'pt to appeal lo the bar 
of public ojiinion. 

Some rer.-rcnce must be made to the 
rostraaster-General's very i>xtraoriliiiar.\- 
statement tlint mail (!(Hnniunicat ion witli 
tlio Yukon had been regular. As we 
•do not feel like 'luestioning Mr. Mulock's 
veracity, we shall have to be content 
^Wth saying that he is the most misin- 
fonnod man on the American ccniliiii'iit 
iu regard to the Yukon mails. Tlie in- 
■stances , that could be cited to show 
everythiiig said b'y Sir 'Hibbert: on this 
point to fall very far short of the full 
. truth are iiintiinerable. There never was 
'.^'anything worse than the Ko-callod mail 
i-iiccomm'Kliition of the Yukon, The Col- 

• 'oiiist has not been Specially desirous of 
aiiagnifying offlcial misdoings in that 



country, for it has appreciated very fully 
the dilliculties to be contended with. 
Hut it lias found itself coiiipolliMl very 
frequently to point out how scandal- 
ously incompetent was the postal man- 
agement of the northern country. There 
eoulii have been nothing worse, except a. 
refusal lo provide any sort of accoinnio- 
dation at all, and in some respects that 
provided was worse than none, for it led 
to no cud of disappointments and losses. 

AiiciirnocTimi^ in victouia. 

The Caiiiidian Architect and Huilder 
b.is ail article on Victoria, from which 
«e reproduce some e.xlracls. In so doing 
wj? wish to promise that it is dlfllcult to 
understand why a person, writing from 
lli(> standpoint of an nrehiteet, feels 
called upon to deal in the language 
t;ross exaggeratiiui. The article opens 
as follows: 

On first entering Victoria, the visitor 
is not very favorably impressed, for 
should he arrive on an ocean steamer he 
is landed at the outer wharf, nearly two 
miles from the centre of the town, i\nd 
is hurried alon.L' in his cab past the 
cbemieal works. Hour mills, liimher iniils. 
etc., that liiK" the hanks of the harlim 
hereabouts: be catches a lleeliiitr gliniiise 
of the provincial govi>rniiienl liuildiiiL's. 
which ari> on his right, as .lames Hay 
bridLie conies into sifrht on his lefl front, 
with its unsavory ad.iuiiel, the reelaiun- 
tion. ^■ery slowly ,'md cautiously he 
is driven across thi' dila|)idaled old liridL'i 
which is in tlie last slai;i^s of decline, 
Iheiice bumpity-liuinp over the wnni-nnt 
macadam of CoveniiiuMil strei-t to hi? 
hotel. Should our Iravelli'r .nrrive i-dast 
wise frcaii I'liu'ct Sound ports or finin 
Viineoiivi-f, he is discliar;:ei! illi.it is 
most suilnlile ternit on a dirty wharf 
crowiled with a rather t unil'le-diiwn lot 
of bnildiu^'s. and picks liis way up lb 
steep outlet to fall into the hands of i 
yelling mob of hotel and cab touts. To 
reach ( loverniucnt street lie liirn 
abruiilly into Hast ion street, passes th 
[losilively hideous court house, and so 
on to his destination. 

This is liarilly fair. Tlie road from 
the outer wharf is not nearly as miicii 
calciilaled to create an unfavorable im 
pression as the writer says. ,Iames Bay 
bridge is not dilapidated. We do not 
feel called upon to deny the statement 
about the depressing effect of the inner 
wharves upon a visitor, and have 
(luently insisted that Hastiou street might 
to be improved. Neither will we attempt 
to defend the court house from an arclii 
tectiiral point of view, but surely it i; 
unfair to say that it gives a visitor an 
unfavorable hupression of the eity. Th 
fiiUowing paragraph is also a gross exag 
j;eration: 

We refrain from giving his (the 
visitor's) crilicisiiis of the variegated 
sidewalks, with their playful haliii of 
suddenly letting the wayfarer down 
foot or two when he steps on I lie loose 
end of a plank— the other end jumping 
up ill him in an alanningly threatening 
manner; neither do we judge it wise to 
repeal bis vitriolic comments on the 
spikes whieli '■stub" his toes and 
thieatrn to trip him il]). 

Speaking of. the buildings throughout 
the city, the writer says the first to giv 
relief from " the prevailing mediocrity ' 
is the Rank of Montreal, which he finds 
"a well-handled little piece of English 
Renaissance in its nio<lern interpreta 
lion." The Five Sisters' block, he says 
shows " refined detail throughout, marred 
by its execulion in painted metal." The 
Hank of British Colnnihia is descrilie 

not la(d;ing a. certain dignity, but ren 
dert'd trivial by its overload of cemcnt 
and metal ornament, some of which is 
llimsy." The Bank of British North 
America is mentione<i as quaint and free 
from tawdriness. We protest that tin 
felloning is worse than absurd: 

The Hoard of Traib' bniliiiiiu' and 111 
new home of the Colonist newspaper ar( 
attempts in lliat species of Anu'ricaii 
arcliitectnre which is descrihed by tli 
iihi(|nitons reimrter as "that splendid 
block" or "that lianilsoiac structure, 
both having much of the swaggering 
braggailocio, painleil sand, galvanized 
inui. rock-faced stone and tuek-poinled 
brick genus of features, whiidi may lie 
iiior<- but generally arc less original and 
caniiol be deemed arcliitcftural. 

Ilillierlo we had supposed that the; 
two buildings were rather modest 'struc*- 
tiircs, eapaeious hut not pretentious 
The following will be read with inlet 
and some difforeneo of opinion: 

The new post olllce and enslom lionsi 
occupies a fine sight commanding Ihr 
apiiroacli to (iovermneut street from ill 
.f:ur.es Hay bridge, and is a big solid 
tn:iss of stone-work, llire<> stories 
height, with a gre:it inausnrd roof. 'I'll 
whole is bold ill api)e;irance, designi-d in 
characterless version of modern Fri'iiidi 
Kcnaissance, but very coarse in ilelail 
and unt iiileresliiig; the post olllce has 
a pannellcd ceiling. li<':ivy in effect and 
ci'i-tainly not lieautifiil; tlie scn.'ens arc 
ipiile ugly, and the upper portions lillcd 
with a vulgar sort of stock ptitleru d( 
scription of stained glass, contrasting 
strangely with the hnu'e radiators, built 
of st.icks of uuccjin|>riiiuisiiif,'ly utilitarian 
iron pipes, gorgeously .■irrayed iu gidd 
p.iint. 'Hie building.' as ;i wliole is i 
f;iir ly|)e of 1 )( iin i ii inn governn.ieni olli 
cial arehitecturi'. and causes one I 
deeply rei,'rel that this sort of work i 
not offered to piildic coin jiet it ion with 
assessors of known ability and 
doublcil professional stiuiiling. in the 
manner now comnionly adopted by pub 
iic bodies in the Old Country, io til 
.meat gain of the British public and of 
architecture. 

Weiler Bros.' new building is unpre 
tentions iiiid "<listinctly rcf reshitiir," and 
t\u' Driard Hole! as not entitled to 
recognition from an archileclural point 
of view. This is nil the writer has to 
s,iy of the churches, and we think is 
very unjtisl, .and it also is' extremely in 
comjilele: 

Though the street architeetiire nf Vii. 
loria is not p;irticiilarly ainhitious or 
interesting. Inr cliiirclics. though mot 
prelenlinus. are scarcely more succes; 
fill efforts in desimi: the Koman Catlu 
lie chur(di is of consiilerabl(> dimensions 
and he;irs (>vidence that its author had 
a general aciiuainlanci' with a certain 
phase of modern golhic, but that he wa 
not inlimalc with ancient worl;, (he con 
veiilioiial foliage, (Ik? moldings and do 
(nils generally being (he rocks niioii 
which he siilTered pretl.v Cfnuplete shij) 
wreck. An extraordinary edifice in an 
exaggerated form of (ho " roclc-faced 
mania, widi (iu pinn.'ieled Iniltresses and 
a roof the crnnping of which balUes all 
efforts to elucidate, is (he proud posse.s 
Hion of the Methodists. The Anglican 
cathedral is an unpromising box -with 
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the all too customary liollow buttresses j 
of "rustic" and a s<iuarc tower with i 
parapet, all of the same hopeless style; 
the interior, though a iiKxlern travesty 
of a stone consi met ion. has a certain 
ec<'lesiastical feeling wliieli is heightened 
by a good stained east u-iiidow and a 
pulpit rail and reredos in oak too evi- 
dently new and too good fur the bnild- 
ing. 

■When he gets clear of the business 
part of (lie ci(y, (he writer cliiiiiges his | 
tone. We quote: | 

But it is ill her residential and siilnir- 
ban architecture that Vicna-i.-i shows to j 
best advantage, and it is a ideasaut 
change to leave tbe business iiortiou of j 
the town and wander along tlie roads, i 
with their oak trees and wild rosra, the I 
br.Hckeu and the brnoiii growing la.vnri-l 
autly 111) to the very macadam. There 
are "to be foiiiul many charmingly de- 
.dgiied bouses with a lionie-like. cosy air 
about them that is really delightful: tbe 
close-cropiied bright green lawns, the 
well-grown hollies, birches, poplars and 
siireading oaks, tlie laurels, box-hedges, 
roses, and the v.-aiideriiig, rambling, dark 
green ivy, all combine to create a Vf'- 
semblance to lOnglisb houses so often 
claimed for many Victoria homes; as 
there is perhaps nothing so tiltogetlier 
enchanting tis a certain type oP lOiiglish 
country house, this is no smiill praise; 
better still, it is not altogether luidi?- 
served. 

Victoria's gardens iind the fine panor- 
amic view of the Stniits of Fuca and 
the Olympian range are her great glor- 
ies, and indeed neither the gardens nor 
the view are easily excelled anywhere; 
the pleasant, equable climate, too, makes 
it possible to enjoy both of these advan- 
tages to the fullest extent. Moreover, 
the country round about, which is a capi- 
tal mixture of cultivated and virgin land, 
is well intersected with road.s; perhaps 
it is but natunil that the Victorians 
should a little n^lect the "city" for 
the outskirts, the nttrnctioiis of the lat- 
ter being (iuly considcreil. 

Tl]i< article ciiiilaiiis lie [■efc>r(Mic(> to 
the I'arlianient BuiUling. A consid'.'rable 
part of it is taken up with general com- 
ments upon arcliitcctural methods, 
which are not of special interest 



to those fits, but tliey are perfectly harm- 
less. The quotation above made mean's 
nothing in point of fact, and the Post- 
liilelligencer knows it mcnns nothing.

"First came the Jubilee issue, iu which 
faith was broken with purchasers, caus- 
ing merited condemnation iu all coun- 
tries._ It was more like a piece of com- 
mercial huckstering than the ofllcial act 
of a Government The Imperial issue 
brought upon us nothing but ridicule on 
account of its bumptiousness and had 
taste. It might fairly be thought that the 
department would learn the coninion 
rudiments of business from these two 
transactions. But worse was to come, the 
three-cent issue had to lie recalled be- 
cause the I'oslinastcr-tJeneral diil not 
know his own mind a month ahead, when 
he sprang his two-cent game; tlieii came 
the two-cent issue with tnaple leaves in 
the eoriii>rs, of whi(di the users could 
not literally make bead nor lail. The 
outcry against lliem was so loud that 
these, too, had to be recalled. Instead 
of issuing the same dies with tin.' de- 
nomimirions added, lie allowed a new 
stamii to bi> made, difl'ering in many 
liarticulai's from the former, and now 
after a period of retirement of .some 
months he brings the old issue out again.

Ottawa, ftliirc'li 24.— Mr. N. F. Daviii 
claimed the at.tt'ution of the IIousi.' for 
the greater portion of to-day's sitting. 
In a speech bristling with good tbingH 
he scored the government for being false 
to its pledjies. Where, ho askoU, was 
the Liberal imrly to-dayV The loaders 
were in power, but the principles of a 
once great party hiid been betrayed, 
wanting sincerity and lacking insight, 
the government had touched uothinj,' that 
they had not deformed. Mr. Daviu's 
review of the ii-.ilitieal situation was a 
must powerful one. Mr. llufus Tope 
spoke with great energy and ability. 
He foresaw the indications of u general 
election close at hand, but he warned 
the jioverniiuMit that the Conservatives 
would not leave the House of Couunoiis 
until the two parties could meet at the 
polls on even terms. Mr. Fisher is get- 
tiug over his sulking. He was in the 
chamber for a few niinuti's to-night. At 
the opening of tlie House Mr. Speaker 
presented a certiiied copy of the election 
of Jj. iT. Demers for the county of l^'vis. 

Mr. Nicholas Flootl Davin, who rose 
amid loud cheers from iht? opi)usitiou 
to resume the debate ou the address, 
said that although apparently earrying 
out the ministerial rule, the minister of 
trade and commerce was not in his place, 
he should be inclined to yield to his 
api)cul to be one of those to shorten the 
debate as much as possible, because he 
thought it desirable that as far as was 
consistent with present interests they 
should pnx-eed ([uietly with the business 
of tlie House, and also beeause he liked 
the honorable gentleman- (Laughter). 
Ever since 1887, when he had the temer- 
ity to cross swords with him in that 
House, Sir Kiehard Cartwright had 
looked on him with eyes of scorn, a feel- 
ing which he attributed to a miscuueei> 
tiou on the honorable gentleman's part, 
because he thought he regarded him 
(Mr. Davin) as a manufacturer. (Laugh- 
ter). 

The plebiscite he regarded as an out- 
rage, from wliati'ver point of view it 
was looked at, bc'euusc one of the lirst 
things, and one of the nujst prominent 
things— iu fact the only .lehievement of 
the government — was to inaufiurate un- 
I'onstitulional methods in ('anada. 
They knew well that the plebiscite was 
contrary to the constitution of England, 
and yet the lirst thing that was done 
by his riijlit honorable friend, himself a 
student, or a supposed student, of this 
C'onstitntion, was to iiuuigurati.- a plebis- 
cite. He had spent a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars foolishly, which might have 
been M|MMit most fruitfully, in tin? A'orlh- 
■wost Territories, for instance, in search- 
ing for water in that most fertile coun- 
try, where water had not been found. 
(Hear, hear). A (luarter of a million 
■was si)ent, for whatV They liad had the 
penny postage, and his friend the I'ost- 
master-General would go down to pos- 
terity as a great stamp dictator, a states- 
man who was perpetually issuing stamps 
that hv was perpetually withdrawing. 
(.Launliter and opposition cheers). 
NOTHING FOR THE FAU.MEU. 
Comparing the Liberal programme as 
comprised in the si>eech rnim the llii'cnc 
:is a uicDii, he asked, was there anything 
fur the lariner in the cold soup, in the 
entree, nr. ia fiu-t, in ilii. i-iitire liarini-- 
»'idal lueiiuV ( Ui)posit ion cries of ".Xol") 
When the farin<'r wanted to satisfy him- 
self he liad to content himself with this 
meagre fare, with in fact, must !iieaf,'ri> 
fare, and he contended that such a mis- 
crabli' menu had ni'Vi'r hitherto been 
j)rcsciite(l to iiarliaineiit. Li fac't. he 
had bi'cii iiilonned by a i)roinineiit mem- 
ber of the LibiM-al party that unless the'

jlt this session, many of their folluwers 
woiilil lij-'ht against them in future. .Mr. 
JJaviii wai devoteil suiiie time to discuss- 
ing the conslitutiiiiial aspi'cts of portintis 
of the speech from the throne. Hi 
Iioiiiti'il (Jilt that oidy in the I-hiu'lish 
spealdn;.' W(jrld had it Iicimi fouiiil pus 
sible to reconcile the cxisteiici' i)f :

in.', England, ever touched his gtUlet, ho 
did not thiuk it would disturb the cere- 
bral equuuimity of tlie smallest and 
youngest chipmunk on the prairie. 
(Laughter.) Did not the farmer of the 
Northwest tliink there would be 20 per 
cent, of a reduction for him it tlie lab- 
eral party got into power? AVhy, there 
was a larger duty on his commodities 
than before. (Hear, hear.) Ho abso- 
lutely denied that the government had 
carried out their promises to reduce the 
burden on farmers. 

Mr. Davin then wont on to quote sta- 
tistics in proof of his assertion, and 
added that had the government carried 
out what they promised, every fiirmer 
would have thrown his cap in the air 
and have cried out with loud acclaim: 
"What a num w(? have got!" (Laughter 
and opposition cheers.) 

liut what was the free trade that was 
given the poor Northwest farmer? It 
was a general reduction from a 30 per 
cent, to a ;!5 per cent, tarifl'. (l.,auKh- 
tor.) Take springs aiul axles, on which 
there was now liO i>er cent. Surely it 
was a hi>,'h percentage, especially when 
it was thought they came from Eng- 
land, and the poor farnn-rs did not know 
that they came from the United States. 
(Hear, hetir.) Sir lUehard Cartwright 
had declared some time aRO that 25 per 
cent, was an outrage', and yet the gov- 
crmuent now held out that 2()i/o per ci 
was the panacea lor all the ills to which 
the farmer wits subject. (Laugliter.) 
But the painful thing was that even tin? 
statement Ihtit 2('> per cent, only w'as 
demanded was a fraud. 

.^;MiqULlAIt REDUCTION. 
Take mbs and rasps. The farmer need- 
ed them. What were they 7 Thirty per 
cent. Adzes, saws, cleavers, wedges, 
hammers, crowbars, picks, these had all 
been reduced from lio to 'M per cent. 
(Laughter and opposition cheers.) There's 
a preference. (Ironical cheers.) He 
wanted the house to staud astonished at 
what had been done for the farmer. He 
had had the tariffs, his duties on goods, 
rediieecl from 'S2Y^ to 2.") iier cent., from 
20 to 'M |)er cent. The Liberals looked 
at the Tory tariff and said iL was very 
high, and so they reduced it from ;ivJ to 
iSo per cent., which eveu Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie in lS{j7, said was too high.

There must he in the pub- 
lic mind confidence that public men 
would do what they promised, as tliey 
would be held to a strict nceoimt lOr 
their failure to do so. In this count rv 
there had been presented flic extraordin- 
ary s|iectucle of men getting into powi i 
and then turning around and laughing 
at the people who had put them there. 
(Hear, hour). Before the iost election a 
Liberal convention had mot and fonnn- 
latnd the policy of the party. At tlmi 
tune Sir Wilfrid Laurior had pointed 
out that a policy so formulnted was ji 
much more solemn thing thou if it had 
been merely a programme drawn up l.v 
himself as the party lo;ider. In the 
policy so formidated there stood fm-c- 
most a plank in favor of tarifl' reform 
or rather tariff revolution. (CoiiKerva- 
live applaii.-^ri. lie had n-ad the .speech 
made by Sir Wilfrid Laurksr on that 
occaHioii, sometimes with admiraliun, 
soim'tiiiics with amusement, iind some- 
tunes with feelings whi.h be found it 
impossihle to describe. 'Hie rremier had 
then clearly declared his determiimtioii 
lo uproot the Vljias tree of proleetiim.

IIEQIJIUES SOME AUDACITY. 
It certainly required some audacity 
for any man to stand iqi on a platform 
and siiy those men who were in jiinver 
who called themselves the leaders of the 
Liberal [larty had fnUilled their pledges 
on the tariff or had been true lo the 
Lihertil ijurty. (Hear, hear, and oppo- 
sition cheers.) 't he jircseat slate of af- 
fairs might be satisfactory to those mem- 
bers of the Liberal party who were oillee 
iiolders or oflicc seekers. 

A Voice — There are none %vho are not 
olliee seekers. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Uuvin said there might be no 
Liberals iu the liouse who were not olliee 
seekers, but there were some outside men 
engaged in commercial and profession til 
life and illlers of the soil. U' there was 
nil true Liberalism left ia the house, he 
knew that there were true Liberals on 
the Hillside, and he knew that they wmild 
resrni the action of the govcrnuieiil.

'J'hi'ie were 
many Liberals who did not agree with 
Mr. Sifton. Imt the upshot, of it all was 
that there was no longer any I'nniieclioii 
between Lilx-ral leaders and lln- Liberal 
parly, .e.vcept th(. conni'ction existing be- 
tween betrayers ami the betraveil. He 
was told that Mr. Hertrani had said that 
the tariff should not be changed for the 
next ten years and with this view .Mr. 
I'ostcr doubtless concurred. The latter

He prouuei'd the well- 
known atlas of Western Canada, issued 
Dy the authority of Mr. Sifton, which 
murks the Alasuan boundary in aecord- 
auce with the American contention. He 
euquired whether that mail bad not been 
used by the American coiiiimssionerB to 
suiiiiorl tlieir claims?

Mr. Daviu said he was glad t« hear )t.

Tarte he had not ine power, lo say, ' Oet 
thee behind me." The former was the 
h'aust of Canadian politics, and tue lat- 
ter the .Meiihistopheles. (.Laughter.) 
YUKON MALAD.^HNISTIbVTlON. 
-Mr. Davin then made a severe attack 
on the adininistralion of the iukou, and 
declared that .Mr. Ogilvie had proved a 
great failure as governor of the dis- 
trict. In Dawson chartered hanks were 
charging Ihe usurious interest of L per 
ceut. a month. Surely it was the duty 
of the government lo do something under 
such circumstances. A rigid enquiry 
ought to he and would have to be made 
iniu all that had taken place in that 
country. -Mr. Davin then related a 
number of instances of misconduct at 
Dawson bv othcials and others, part.icu- 
hulv in relation to the staking of claims. 

iJealiiig with the ipiestioii of immi- 
gration, -Mr. Daviii expressed himselt 
as strongly opjiused to sellling imnu- 
grauls in colonu-s by which they were cut 
olf from luiblic intlueiices. He \yel- 
ceomd the Doukliobors, but thought that 
they should have beeii nii.xed up among 
other settlers in the Northwest. He ob- 
jecti'd to exeei.tional trealiueut lo any 
immigrants such as had beeu accorded 
lo them. He tliouglit our oWU kith UUd 
kin should he given the preference. Brit- 
ish farmeis would jump at the Chance 
that was given to the Doukhobors. He 
chaired -Mr. Sifton upon his immigration 
work, and wanted to know how many 
emigiaiits .loliii tirani. Lord Aberdeen s 
butler, had sent to Canada since he was 
appouited emigration agent ui Seothiud. 
SIFTON KECUI'l.^NT. 
.Mr. Davin, after lecss, exiiressed his 
legrel for liie absence ol -Mr. Sit ton 
and the idness which caused it. He was 
coiniieiieii, Uowevei, lo show how re- 
creant .Mr. Sifton had been to the policy 
of his paity. Iu the general election 
.Mr. Sifton was Daltoii .MeCarlh.v s agent 
al liraiioou. In mat campaign Mr. ,Sil- 
tou advocated Dritish coniu'cliou, re- 
duced freight rates, and free maehmery. 
M a public meeting in Brandon a reso- 
lution was pa.ssed condemning the Con- 
servative government for tlieir adher- 
ence to protection. At the hye-electiou 
Mr. Sifton said lliat the' men of the 
Northwest had strong views on the tar- 
iff, and should be represented by a man 
in favor of drastic turill' reforiu. How 
did these utterances square with Mr. 
Sifton's recent declaration that the tar- 
ilf was a dead issue? Ho also condemn- 
ed the attempt which was being made by 
.Mr. Sifton to iiitlueuce public opinion b.v 
means of a news bureau. He pointed 
out that Mr. Sifton's newspaper lu Win- 
nipeg was iuenlcating an altogether mi.s- 
laken view of the constitution when it 
declared, as it recently did, that the 
leader of the government was necessarily 
a dictator. (Hear, hear.)

The chief Philippine slave market 
and i>iirt fur tlidir export now is Maibun, 
the old capital of Sulu. Haroun Nnra- 
sid, the iMuhammcrlan sultan of Sulu— 
now a United States subject is the cen- 
tral factor of the slave-holding and sln\ i'- 
selliiig business of the entire group. The 
.\Ioros, who are the Mohammedan Malay 
subjects of this hitherto semi-official 
prince, continue, though upon a some- 
what limited steale, the practices of their 
ancestors, the blood-thirsty Malay pirates, 
who reddened Philippine waters f(Vr 
several centuries. No admixture of blood 
could be more favorable to slave-holding 
than that of Malay and Mohammedan, 
acciu-diug to Professor Otis Mason, lln^ 
notiMl (>thnologist. Among- tlieir sbives 
to-da,v are found JIalijys ca|)turcd from 
Snmalra. Papuans from New Guinea, Si- i 
amese, .Javanese aud Timorese. By col- ; 
leeling them within their dominion the 
Snln masters have iiidiMl freatly in ]in>- 
ilucing the peculiar mixture of stin'ks 
which now bother anthripologists.
